2. Claims 1 1-20 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Kawakami (USPN 4,618,812). 

Fig. 1 discloses an inductor L1, a diode D2, a sense means R8/R9, an oscillator means 
16 a switch means Q2 and a disable means A3 arranged and operating as recited in 
claims 11-20

3. Claims 1 -1 0 appear to be allowable over the Prior Ar of record. Kawakami Fig. 1 
discloses a first resistor R1, a second resistor R2, an inductor L1, a third resistor R8, a 
fourth resistor R9, a diode D2, a switch circuit Q2 and a voltage controlled oscillator 16, 
but not the capacitor as recited in claim 1 .
